Thomas McQuillan, an old time Colo- 


rado miner, stopped In Denver the oth- 
er day on his way to the Smithsonian 
institution and told of a remarkable 
Alaskan find, the value of which he 
puts at a fabulous figure, says the New, 
Yort Times. It is a deposit of prehis- 
toric ivory which, he soys, he found 
while out prospecting with a large par- 
ty of Indians. 


"We bad been out some time," he 


says, "and while working in a gulch 
found signs of the presence of the re- 
mains of -the arctic mastodon. On fur*' 
th«r Investigation I determined that 
we were on the scene of a titanic con- 
flict between a number of the mon- 
jters. Some had undoubtedly died' 
while battling for the supremacy of tho, 
herd, while the majority bad probably, 
penetrated Into the gulch and perisliedj 
In some way which It would be difficult 
to account for.

My Indian friends 
took a small amount, apparently not 
appreciating Us commercial value, and 
merely secured enough to satisfy their 
wants. I loaded up <1,000 pounds and 
succeeded In bringing It to this coun- 
try."

the family, took the stand. The father, 
mothen, Beatrice and aKaa Sheldon 
were the only ones who were in that 
hous« that night who testified for the 
defense, James having been a witness 
for the state. 


It was clearly evident that the state

IHADB LOST BY BAD PiOKTHQ.

Charles Newer, consular agent of tbe 


United States at Gera, Germany, re- 
ports to tbe state department at Wash- 
ington that most United States goods 
sold in his district are furnished by 
tbe large importing or commission 
bouses at Bremen and Hamburg, 
whence they are forwarded by rail. 
The remainder is bought from whole- 
sale houses at Berlin and Leipsic, the 
nearest centers of trade to Gera, Can- 
ned fruits, lard, bacon, hams, petro- 
leum, resin, clover seed, stoves, type- 
writers, bicycles, sewing machines, ap- 
ples, hardware, wood specialties and 
agricultural machines are the chief ar- 
ticles of American manufacture that 
find a, market in this part of Germany. 


Railroad transportation, as far as 


protection of goods against damage is 
concerned, is satisfactory, 
In prompt- 


ness, however, It Is inferior to that of 
the United States. The storage ware- 
houses are in excellent condition,- and 
Injury from tbe elements is a rare oc- 
currence. 
The facilities for handling 


shipments are fair, and, although much 
time Is lost by impractical and unsys- 
tematic methods, it must be admitted 
that great care is taken to avoid, dam- 
age. The laws on this point are very 
eevere, and negligence is promptly cen- 
sured. Naturally a great deal depends 
upon proper packing, and as this ques- 
tion is an Important factor in the de- 
velopment of our foreign trade the fol- 
lowing information will no doubt prove 
of Interest to American exporters: 


In most European countries great at- 


tention is given to good packing, a« no 
matter how excellent the goods they 
are sure to lose in value if badly put 
up. For dress goods, which form the 
bulfr of the exportatlons from this dis- 
trict, strong boxes are made to hold a 
certain number of pieces. The goods 
are then packed In firmly, each piece 
being wrapped in strong glazed paper. 
The box itself is lined with oiled paper, 
60 as to preserve its contents from 
dampness, and strapped with Iron 
bands. Great stress is laid on durabili- 
ty and neatness, and old boxes are nev- 
er used. For shipment to Africa and 
Australia the pieces are wrapped in oil 
paper and the cases lined with tin. The 
tin is carefully soldered to make It 
weather tight Merchandise packed In 
this manner may be sent to the most 
distant countries without damage. By 
some manufacturers the covers of the 
boxes are fastened with screws to pre- 
vent theft. Nothing Is neglected to in- 
sure arrival in good condition, and the 
neat and substantial way in which the 
goods are packed cannot fail to make a 
favorable impression upon the pur- 
chaser. 


In making shipments to Europe our 


exporters should wrap their poods so as 
to exclude moisture and pack them in 
strong wooden botses. The boxes should 
be nailed with wire nails and strapped 
with iron bands. Goods in bales should 
be securely wrapped in oilcloth lined 
with paper to prevent Its adhering to 
the contents and covered with strong 
canvas. The bates should then be press- 
ed and hooped with iron. Economy of 
space is an important consideration. 
Special care should be taken by our 
manufacturers to wrap articles of cast 
Iron so as to avoid shifting. On account 
of careless packing goods of this class 
frequently arrive here either broken or 
rusty. The bottoms of tbe cases should 
be well fastened. Care is also necessa- 
ry in driving nails, which are often 
found to have penetrated and damaged 
the contents of tbe boxes. Considering 
tbe distance the goods are transported 
and tbe amount of handling they re- 
ceive the package is often sadly inad- 
equate. 


As an illustration of this a number 


of large American stoves were ordered 
by a local merchant, and upon their ar- 
rival some of them were badly broken 
and many of the smaller attachments- 
such as screws, knobs, etc.— missing. 
JL'he stoves were packed in crates 
weighing over 400 pounds, which made 
careful handling impossible. The at- 
tachments, including the heavy lids, 
were put in the ovens loose and shifted 
noisily about whenever the crates were 
moved. Of course alVorders were can- 
celed. 


Regarding our pijeserved fruits, they 


would sell much better if put up in 
glass bottles, even If the prices were 
n little higher.

cent air, like that of the indigo. Tbe 
whippoorwill calls fitfully in thla 
month and may be heard even in Sep- 
tember, but be quickly checks himself, 
as if he knew It was out of season. In 
the Adiroudacks I have beard the spec- 
kled Canada warbler In August and the 
white throated sparrow. 
But nearly 


all the migratory birds begin to get 
restless during thla month. They cut 
loose from tbelr nesting haunts and' 
drift through the woods in promiscu- 
ous bands, and many of them start on 
their southern journey.

PACIFIC'S ODD SPECTACLE. 


Shore Waters Turn Red and Glr« 


Brilliant Llffht at Nl**t. 


Following the earthquake shocks that 


visited the California coast a few days 
ago, a peculiar phenomenon has devel- 
oped In the waters of the Pacific. With- 
in a distance of 65 miles along the Loa 
Angeles county shore line the ualty wa- 
ters, heretofore clear apd of the usual 
greenish color, have become a terra 
cotta red, says the St Louis Globe- 
Democrat. This color line extends off 
store for several miles and is so dis- 
tasteful to the fish family that they 
have gone far into the ocean to seek 
clearer waters. At night this colored 
sea water gives ofit a phos'phorescent 
light that is singularly grand as the 
long lines of waves roll, toss and strike 
the beaches and casting a reflection 
that enables one to see average print. 


The other night at Santa Monica the 


spectrfcle was a marvelous one, the 
breeze rolling the breakers Into thou- 
sands of monster rosaries of sparkling 
diamonds as they flashed and foamed 
at the feet of the thousands of persons 
that have for miles assembled on the 
sands to gaze in wonder. At certain 
points along the beach the water has 
turned into sweet water that can be 
dnink. No theory is advanced for the 
appearance of this marine spectacle 
except that in the Pacific off the coast 
the earthquake has opened a fissure 
thnt forces fresh water and colored 
matter to the surface and that the lat- 
ter is drifted by affinity to the shore.

Regarding the cable messages from 


London that Professor Koch of Beclio 
has Bade tbe statement that he baa 
demonstrated that meat and milk from 
cattle Infected by tuberculosis might 
joe consumed with Impunity, Dr. Wil- 
liam T. Jenkins, health commissioner 
of New York, told a New York Tribnne 
reporter the other day that Professor 
Koch's statement upset all tbe theories 
of the health department regarding 
the destruction of diseased cattle. 


"We have recognized the fact," said 


Commissioner Jenkins, "that meat can 
be used from tubarculous cattle, apd 
instead of destroying the whole car- 
cass, as was formerly done, parts of it 
may be used. Cooking will destroy any 
germs. We have had an idea that milk 
was a "conveyer of the disease and still 
hold to that theory. Whatever Pro- 
fessor Koch soys I would be inclined 
to believe, but I would like to see his 
entire article on the subject." 


Dr. P. M. Jeffries, director of the 


laboratory of tbe New York Polydinic, 
in East Thirty-fourth street, nld tbe 
natural assumption has been '-that the 
bacillus causing tuberculosis In cattle 
would likewise cause tuberculosis in 
man, and, accordingly, great efforts 
had been pat forth to contend with the 
presumed Infection from cattle by meat 
and milk. 


Dr. Jeffries' impression was that Koch 


himself asserted that tuberculosis could 
be produced in man from infected meat 
or milk. 


"Personally," the doctor went on, "I 


am not inclined to make- much out of 
this statement of Dr, Koch. Of course, 
If it can be thoroughly demonstrated 
that tubercular material In meat and 
milk is incapable of producing tubercu- 
losis in man It will greatly reduce the 
amount of work to be done in our ef- 
forts to do away with tuberculosis in 
man. Koch said he could cure con- 
sumption with his lymph, and we take 
this statement of his with a grain of 
salt"

Pnrli ScfcntUta Stndr tb« Mental 


Powers of Their afenageVte. 


An Institute has been created 
In 


Paris under the patronage of scientists 
for the purpose of studying the psychi- 
cal faculties of tbe brute creation, 
writes the New York Sun's London cor- 
respondent. It is a kind of school of 
experiment on the mental powers of 
different animals. A circus has been 
built at Vincennes with an arena 13 
yards In diameter. An animal is placed 
In the arena together with «ome puz- 
zle. Four hundred spectators are seat- 
ed around to judge the extent to which 
the aaimal acts "reasonably" in an at- ' 
tempt to solve tbe problem. 


Taking into consideration the nature 


of the experiments which have alieady 
been conducted, tbe London Spectator 
draws an Imaginary picture of 400 mem- 
bers watching a puzzled fox contriving 
shifts to drink out of a deep vessel and 
tbe thoughtful efforts of a crane to eat 
eotip from a shallow pan. 


The first experiment was with a Hon. 


Meat was brought In and placed in a 
box, the lid of which was closed. 
Would he open the lid or smash the 
box? The psychologists watched anx- 
iously as the lion carefully examined 
the box. Then when he lifted the lid 
with his teeth and extracted the meat 
they applauded enthusiastically nod 
unanimously voted that be was "acting 
reasonably." 


The next experiment was wltb a 


monkey. Some nuts were placed in a 
closed box with a mirror on the Inside. 
''Jack" not only ate the nuts, which 
was undoubtedly reasonable, but, ac- 
cording to the report, "he used tbe mir- 
ror to make his toilet and bas now be- 
come so coquettish of his new acquisi- 
tion that be spends much of his time 
looking at his own reflection." This, 
too, It was voted unanimously, was act- 
Ing with "reason." 


Anitrln to Bav« Canal 8y»te«i. 
Carl Bailey Hurst, the American con- 


sul genera! at Vienna, writes to the 
state department that Austria bas Ju«t 
adopted a measure for a system of 
cannls that is of farreacblng impor- 
tance. He says this undertaking will 
do more than anything yet devised to 
promote the commerce of tbe country, 
as It will not only bring the various 
provinces into closer touch with each 
other, but will afford the cheapest 
freight connections with Germany and 
Russia.

In Th» Story of My Life," by Mr. 


Augustus 3, 0. Hare, are told some thrill- 
ing ghost stones. 


One of the most remarkable of th* 


(tones is that which Lord Ravensworth 
made Mr. Hare write down. It was grig- 
Wily related by Comte de Fersen, the 
devoted adherent of Mario Antoinette, 
who, 
when the royal family escaped to 


Varenues, drove the carriage. After 
Marie Antoinette's execution he went to 
Italy, and one afternoon in November he 
drove up to what was then, and is still, 
the most desolate, weird, ghastly inn ia 
Italy—the wind stricken, storm beaten, 
lava seated inn of Radicofani. As ht 
was unable to secure post horses Cojntt 
de Fersen was obliged to stay all night. 
When he went to bed, be took two pre- 
cautions. 


He drew a little round table that was 


there to the head of the bed and put twd 
loaded pistols upon it, and, according to 
the custom of that time, he made the 
courier sleep across the door on the out- 
side. He went to bed and he fell asleep, 
and ia the middle of the night the comte 
awoke with the indescribable sensation 
that people have that he was not alone 
in the room, and b« raised himself against 
the pillow and looked out. " 


From a email latticed window high in 


the opposite whitewashed wall the moon- 
light was pouring into the room and mak- 
ing a white silvery pool in the middle of 
the rough boarded oak floor. In the mid- 
dle of this pool of light, dressed in a 
white cap ana jacket and trousers, such 
as mjwons wear, stood the figure of a man 
looking at him. Comte de Fersen stretch- 
ed out his hand over the side of the bed 
to take one of his pistols, and the man 
said: "Don't fire. You could do no harm I 
to me; yon could do a great deal of harm ' 
to yourself. I am come to tell you some- 
thing." 


Comte de Fenen looked at him; he did 


not come any nearer; be remained just 
where he was, standing in the pool of 
white moonlight, half way between the 
bed and the wall, and be said: "Say on. 
Tell me what yon have come for." 


And the figure said: "I am dead, and 


my body is underneath your bed. I was 
a mason of Badicofani, and as a mason I 
wore the white dress in which you now 
see me. My wife wished to marry some- 
body else; she wished to marry the land- 
lord of this hotel, and they beguiled me 
into the inn, and they made me drank, 
and they murdered me, and my body is 
buried beneath where your bed now 
stands. I died wVh the word 'vendette' 
upon my lips, and the longing, the thirst 
that I have for revenge will not let me 
rest. And "tfcever shall rest, I never can 
have any rest, till I have had my revenge. 
Now, I know that you are going to Rome; 
when you get to Rome, go to the cardinal 
commissary of police and tell him what 
you have seen, and he will send men 
down here to examine the place, and my 
body will be found, and I shall have my 
frevenge." 
, And the Comte de Fersen said, "I will." 


But the spirit laughed and said: "You 
don't suppose that I am going to believe 
that? You don't imagine that you are 
tbe only person. I have come to like this? 
I have come_ to dozens, and they have all 
said, 1 will!' and afterword what they 
have seen has seemed like a hallucination, 
a dieam, a chimera, and, before they 
have readied Rome, the impression has 
vanished altogether and nothing has been 
done. Give me your hand." 


The Comte de Fersen was a little stag- 


gered at this. However, he was a brave 
man, 
and he stretched oat his band and 


he felt something or other happen to one 
of his fingers, and he looked, and there 
was no finger, only the moonlight stream- 
ing in through tbe little latticed window. 


In the morning, when be got up and 


had began to wash his hands, he found 
on one of bis fingers a very curious, old 
iron ring, which was certainly not there 
before. 


Comte de Fersen went to Rome, and 


when he arrived there he went to the 
Swedish minister, who then was a certain 
Count Lowenjelm, tvho was very much 
Impressed with the story. But a person 
who was much more impressed was the 
minister's younger brother, for be bad a 
valuable collection of peasants' jewelry, 
and when be saw the ring be said, "That 
Is a very remarkable ring, for it is a kind 
of ring only made and worn in one place, 
and that place is in the mountains near 
Radicofani." 


The two Counts Lowenjelm went with 


Comte de Fersen to the cardinal com- 
missary of police. The cardinal was very 
much struck, and he said: "It i» a very 
extraordinary story, and I am quite in- 
clined to believe tbat it means some- 
thing. But, as, yon know, I am in a great 
position of trust under the government, 
and I cannot send a body of military 
down to Radicofani npon the faith of 
what may prove to have been a dream. 
At any rate, I could not do it unless 
Comte de Fersen proved his sense of the 
importance of such an action by being 
willing to return to Radicofani himself." 


Not only was Comte de Fersen willing 


to return, but tbe Count Earl Lowenjelm 
went with him. The landlord and land- 
lady were excessively agitated wbea they 
•aw them return with tbe soldiers, who 
came from Rome. They moved the bed 
and found tbat tbe flags beneath had been 
recently upturned. 
They took up the 


flags, and there, not sufficiently corrupt- 
ed to be unrecognizable, was the body of 
the mason, dressed ia the white cap and 
jacket and trousers as he had appeared 
to the Comt* de Fersen. 


Then the landlord and landlady, in true 


Italian fashion, felt tbat Providence waa 
against them, and they confessed every- 
thing. They were taken to Rome, wbere 
they were tried and condemned to death, 
and they were beheaded at the Bocca del- 
la Terita. The Count Karl Lowenjelm 
was present at tbe execution of tbat man 
ond woman, an4.be was'the person who 
told Lord Ravensworth, who told me. In 
1879 I repeated the story to the crown 
prince of Sweden and Norway, who took 
the trouble to verify tbe facts and dates 
aa to tbe Lowenjelms, etc., and found ev- 
erything coincide.

HAVANA DOCK DISPOSITION. 


An Engineering Problem For tbe 


Ifn-vy Experta. 


A spirited discussion of engineering 


problems has begun in tbe bureau of 
construction and repair of the navy as 
to whether the Havana drydock, 
bought a few days ago, can be towed 
successfully to Subig bay, writes the 
Washington correspondent of the Phil- 
adelphia Public Ledger. This is the 
destination that Admiral Bowles, chief 
of the bureau, has selected for this 
dock, and the plan be has in mind is to 
send It through the Suez canal. Other 
naval engineers declare that the dock 
is too large and of too great draft to 
pass through the" canal. 
The great 


English battleship Powerful could not 
make the passage of tbe canal, and the 
dock is said to be practically aa large 
as the Powerful. 


The distance by the canal to Manila 


la 12,000 miles, aod the risks of the 
long voyage are great The Spanish 
government paid $100,000 to tow the 
dock from Glasgow to Havana, and 
tbat distance is hardly more than one- 
third ot the voyage to the Philippines. 
If the expense of-the voyage should be 
In proportion, it would cost far more to 
take the dock to Subig bay than it does 
to buy it from Spain. It is certain 
that the governa»ent needs a dock at 
Subig bay. The cost of sending our 
vessels to Hongkong or Nagasaki to 
be docked for repairs or cleaning is 
very great, and the presence of the Ha- 
vana docK there would save several 
times tbe cost of the dock In a year. 


Congress may come to the rescue 


with an appropriation for a dock at 
Subig bay and a fully equipped naval 
station there according to the plans 
and desires of the department The 
season is How so far advanced that it 
would not be safe or practicable to 
start the Havana'dock on Its long voy- 
age to the east until next spring, and 
by that time tbe ybole problem may 
be settled by congress.
